* These exchanges,’’ said the great 
King Nebuchanezzer, ‘‘would make 
Babylon a great city of merchante, 
and so the wealth of the world would 
be available to enrich the people of 
Chaldea.’’ For encouraging this 
foreign trade King Nebuchadnezzer 
established in Babylon a great mar- 
ket at which the wealth of the 
world could be exchanged, and 
where the consumers and produc- 
ers of the world could meet.
